This Request for Reconsideration is submitted pursuant to 37 C F.R. I 47(a) after 
a decision on the petition issued by the Office of Petitions dated April 29, 2008. 
Petitioner believes no fee is due for this Request for Reconsideration, but authorizes any 
fees to be charged to Hughes Hubbard & Reed Deposit Account No. 08-3264. 

The Senior Petitions Attorney, in the decision on the petition dated April 29, 
2008, found that the petition was not supported by a proper oath or declaration executed 
by the available joint inventor(s), in that the declaration previously submitted was 
directed at the parent PCT application, rather than the instant application.

Accordingly, Petitioner respectfully requests that the petition be reconsidered in 
light of the accompanying submissions and granted.
